This is an Industrial Dispute between the Management of Malabar 
Spinning and Weaving Co. Ltl., Calicut- 3 and the workmen of the above 
concern represented by (1) The Cotton Mill Workers Union (A.I.T.U.C.)

3. The case of the management is that the management was incurring 
heavy loss and under the circumstance, the management happened to 
retrench these workers. According to the management, all these workers 
retrenched were badly, temporary or apprentice workers and out of 
113 workers, 38 workers had not completed one year of service and they were 
retrenched on 31st January, 1966. The remaining 75 workers were retrench 
ed on 3rd February , 1966 after giving one month s wages in lieu of notice 
and retrenchment compensation due to them . Out of the above mentioned 
75 workers, 36 workers, accepted retrenchment compensation and one month s 
wages in lieu of notice. The management submitted that none of these 
workers are entitled for any relief. 

4. In pursuance ofnotice issued , the parties entered appearance and put 
in their respective statements on the lines indicated above. The matter was 
pending for a long time since the parties wanted to settle the matter. 

5. Today when the case was taken up , the union is absent and it is 
submitted in writing that the dispute has been settled out of Court. The 
union does not contest the case . As such , it is seen that there is no industrial 
dispute now for adjudication before this Court, as the parties have settled 
the matter out of Court . An award is passed accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

The 
management would also submit that after the retrenchment of these persons, 
no fresh recruitment was made in the concern . It is also submitted that these 
workers are not entitled for reinstatement or back wages. 


4. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties entered appearance and put in 
their respective statements . They also let in some evidence . 

5. Today when the case was taken up , the learned counsel for the union 
submitted in writing that the claim is not pressed . Under the circumstances, 
there is no industrial dispute now for adjudication before this Court, as the 
union is not pressing this dispute .

But, this 
discretion does not extend to the termination of the office of the member 
after the expiry of one year period , without appointing a successor . 

In cases where Government consider it necessary to reduce the number 
ofnon -official members, it will not be possible to appoint successors, in the 
place of all members. But a non -official member can continue indefinitely, 
if a successor is not appointed in his place. 

The Committee on subordinate Legislation has pointed out that accord 
ing to the present rule , a non -official member can continue to hold office 
only at the discretion ofGovernment and there is a possibility for the non 
official member being removed earlier than the period of one yeir by noti 
fying his successor in the Gazette. The Committee, therefore, wanted to 
make appropriate changes in the rules.

ACT 


to provide for the eviction of unauthorised occupants from public premises 

and for certain incidental matters. 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - Second Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 


1. Short title , extent and commencement.-- (1) This Act may be called the 
Public Premises (Eviction of Unauthorised Occupants) Act, 1971 . 

( 2 ) It extents to the whole of India . 

( 3 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 16th day of September , 
1958 except sections 11, 19 and 20 which shall come into force at once . 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, -- 

( a ) " corporate authority " means- 

(i) any company or Corporation referred to in sub -clause (1) , er 

(ii) the Corporation or any committee or the Authority referred to in 
sub -clause (2 ) ,

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(1) l estate officer " means :ill ollicer appointed as such ly the Central

( c) " premises" means any land or any building or part of a building and 
includes , -- 

(i) the garden , grounds and outhouses, if any, appertaining to such build . 
ing or part of a building, and 

( ii ) any fittings affixed to such building or part of a building for the 
more beneficial enjoyment thereof ; 
(d ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

( e) " public premises" means any premises belonging to or taken on lease 
or requisitioned by , or on behalf of, the Central Government, and includes 
(1 ) any premises belonging to , or taken on lease by , or on behalf of -- 

(i) any company as defined in section 3. of the Companies Aci, 1956 
( 1 of 1956 ) in which not less than fifty -one per cent of the paid - up share 
capital is held by the Central Government; and 

( ii) any Corporation (not being a company as defined in section 3 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 ( 1 of 1956) or a local authority) established by or 
under a Central Act and owned or controlled by the Central Government ; 
and 


(2 ) in relation to the Union territory of Delhi- 

(i) any premises belonging to the Municipal Corporation of Delhi or any 
municipal committee or notified area committee, and 

(ii) any premises belonging to the Delhi Development Authority whether 
such premises are in the possession of , or leased out by, the said Authority ; 

(f) " rent" , in relation to any public premises, means the consideration ray 
able periodically for the authorised occupation the premises, and in 
cludes 

(i) any charge for electricity , water or any other services in connection 
with the occupation of the premises, 

(ii) any tax (by whatever name called ) payable in respect of the pre 
mises, 
where such charge or tax is payable by the Central Government or the cor 
porate authority ; 


( g ) " unauthorised occupation " , in relation to any public premises, means 
the occupation by any person of the public premises without authority Yor 
such occupation , and includes the continuatice in occupation by any person 
of the public premises after the authority (whether by way of grant or any 
other mode of transfer ) under which he was allowed to occupy the premises 
has expired or has been determined for any reason whatsoever . 
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3. Appointment of estate officers. - The Central Government may, by notiti. 
cation in the Official Gazette - 

(a ) appoint such persons, being gazelled officers of Government or officers 
of equivalent rank of the corporate authority, as it thinks til, to be estate 
officers for the purposes of this Act, and 

(b ) define the local limits within which , or the categories of public pre 
mises in respect of which , the estate officer s shall exercise the power , com . 
ferred , and perform the duties imposed , on estate oflicers by or under this 
Act. 


4. Issue of notice to show cause against order of eviction .- (1) If the estate 
officer is of opinion that any persons are in unauthorised occupation of any 
public premises and that they should be evicted , the estate officer shall issue in 
the manner hereinafter provided a notice in writing calling upon all persons con 
cerned to show cause why an order of eviction should not be made . 


( 2 ) The notice shall 

( a ) specify the grounds on which the order of eviction is proposed to be 
made ; and 


(b ) require all persons concerned , that is to say , all persons who are, or 
may be, in occupation of, or claim interest in the public premises, to show 
cause, if any, against the proposed order on or before such date as is speci. 
fied in the notico , being a date not earlier than ten days from the date of 
issue thereof, 


( 3 ) The estate officer shall cause the notice to be served by having it allise 
on the outer door or sonię other conspicuous part of the public premises, ind 
in such other manner as may be prescribed , whereupon the notice shall be den . 
ed to have been duly given to all persons concerned , 

( 4 ) Where the estate omcer knows or has reasons to believe that any 
persons are in occupation of the public premises, then , without prejudice tu 
the provisions of sub-section (3), he shall cause a copy of the notice to be 
served on every such person by post or by delivering or tendering it to that 
person or in such other manner as may be prescribed . 

5. Eviction of un -authorised occupants .- (1 ) If, after considering the cause , 
if any, shown by any person in pursuance of a notice under section tiend 
any evidence he may produce in support of the same and after giving him 
a reasonable opportunity of being heard , the estate officer is satisfied ihat the 
public premises are in unauthorised occupation , the estate officer may make 
an order of eviction , for reasons to be recorded therein , directing that the publie 
premises shall be vacated , on such date as may be specified in the order, by 
all persons who may be in occupation thereof or any part thereof, and cause a 
copy of the order to be allised on the outer door or some other conspicuous 
part of the public premises. 
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(2 ) If any person refuses or fails to comply with the order of eviction 
within thirty days of the date of its publication under sub- section (1) , the 
estate oicer or any other officer duly authorised by the estate officer in this 
behalf may evict that person from , and take possession of, the public premises and 
may , Tor that purpose , use such force as may be necessary , 


6. Disposal of property left on public premises by unauthorised occupants. 
(1) Where any persons have been evicted from any public premises under 
section 5 , the estate oflicer may , after giving fourteen days notice to the 
persons from whom possession of the public premises has been taken and 
after publishing the notice in at least one newspaper having circulation in the 
locality , remove or cause to be removed or dispose of by public auction any 
property remaining on such premises. 


(2 ) Where any property is sold under sub -section ( 1), the sale proceeds 
thereof shall, after deducting the expenses of the sale and the amount, if any, 
due to the Central Government or the corporate authority on account of 
arrears of rent or damages or costs, be paid to such person or persons as may 
appear to the estate officer to be entitled to the same: 


Provided that where the estate officer is unable to decide as to the person 
or persons to whom the balance of the amount is payable or as to the 
apportionment of the same, he may refer such dispute to the civil court of 
competent jurisdiction and the decision of the court thereon shall be final. 


7. Power to require payment of rent or damages in respect of public 
premises.- (1) Where any person is in arrears of rent payable in respect of 
any public premises, the estate officer moy, by order , require that person to 
pay the same within such time and in such instalments as may be specified 
in the order . 


(2) Where any person is , or has at any time been , in unauthorised occupation 
of any public premises, the estate officer may, having regard to such principles 
of assessment of damages as may be prescribed , assess the damages on account 
of the use and occupation of such premises and inay , by order, require that 
person to pay the damages within such time and in such instalments as may 
be specified in the order. 


(3 ) No order under sub-section (1) or sub -section ( 2) shall be made against 
any person until after the issue of a notice in writing to the person calling 
upon him to show cause within such time as may be specified in the notice, 
why such order should not be made, and until his objections, if any, and any 
evidence he may produce in support of the same, have been considered by the 
estate officer. 


8. Powers of estate officers. --An estate officer shall, for the purpose of holding 
any inquiry under this Act, have the same powers as are vested in a civil 
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court under the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 (5 of 1908), when trying a suit 
in respect of the following matters, namely : 
(a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any 

person and 
examining him on oat ; 
(b ) requiring the discovery and production of documents ; 
(c ) any other matter which may be prescribed . 


9. Appeuls. ( 1) An appeal shall lie from every order of the estate offer 
made in respect of any public premises under section 5 or section 7 to an 
appellate officer who shall be the district judge of the district in which the 
public premises are situate or such other judicial ollicer in that district of 10t 
less than ten years standing as the district judge may designate in this behalf . 

( 2) An appeal under suly-section (1) shall be preferred , 

( a ) in the case of an appeal from an order under section 5 , within Gifteen day s 
from the date of publication of the order under sub - section (1 ) of that 
section ; and 

(b ) in the case of an appeal from an order under section 7, within tificer 
days from the date on which the order is comrounicated to the appellant: 

Provided that the appellate ollicer may entertain the appeal after the expiry 
of the said period of fifteen days. if he is satisfied that the appellant Was 
prevented by sufficient cause from filing the appeal in time. 

( 3 ) Where an appeal is preferred from an order of the estate officer, the 
appellate officer may stay the enforcement of that order for such period and on 
such conditions as he deems fit. 

( 4) Every appeal under this section shall be disposed of by the appellate 
officer as expeditiously as possible . 

(5 ) The costs of any appeal under this section shall be in the discretion 
of the appellate officer . 

(6 ) For the purposes of this section , a presidency -town shall be deemed to 
be a district and the chief judge or the principal judge of the city civil court 
therein shall be deemed to be the district judge of the district. 


10. Finality of orders. - Save as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, 
every order made by an estate officer or appellate officer under this Act shall 
be final and shall not be called in question in any original suit, application or 
execution proceeding and no injunction shall be granted by any court or other 
authority in respect of any action taken or to be taken in pursuance of any 
power conferred by or under this Act. 

11. Offences and penalty .---(1) If any person who has been evicted from any 
public premises under this Act again occupies the premises without authority for 
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such occupation , he shall be punishable with imprisonnient for a lerin which 
may extend to one year, or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees , 
or with both . 

( 2) Any magisirate convicting a person under sub -section (1 ) may make 
an order for evicting that person summarily and he shall be liable to such 
eviction without prejudice to any other action that may be taken against him 
under this Act. 


12. Power to obtain injormation . - If the estate ollicer has reason to believe 
that any persons are in unauthorised occupation of any public premises , the 
estate officer or any other officer authorised by him . in this behalf 

may 
require those persons or any other person to furnish information relating to the 
names and other particulars of the persons in occupation of public prernises 
and every person so required shall be bound to furnish the information in his 
possession . 

13. Liability of heirs and legal representatives .-- ( 1) Where any person against 
whom any proceeding, for tile determination of arrears of rent or for the 
assessment of damages is to be or has been taken dies before the proceeding 
is taken or during the pendency thereof, the proceeding may he taken or, as 
the case may be, continued against the heirs or legal representatives of that 
person . 

( 2 ) Any amount due to the Central Government or the corporate authority 
from any person whether by way of arrears of rent or damages or costs shai!, 
after the death of the person, be payable by his heirs or legal representatives 
but their liability shall be limited to the extent of the assets of the deceased 
in their hands. 


14. Recovery of rent, etc., as an arrear of lund revenue. - 17 

any person 
refuses or fails to pay the arrears of rent payable under sub-section (1) of section 7 
or the damages payable under sub- section (2 ) of that section or the 

awarded 
to the Central Government or the corporate authority under sub -section (5 ) of 
section 9 or any portion of such rent, damages or costs, within the time, if any, 
specified therefor in the order relating thereto , the estate officer may issue a 
certificate for the amount due to the Collector who shall proceed to recover 
the same as an arrear of land revenue . 


15. Bar of jurisdiction.-.No court shall have jurisdiction to entertain any 
suit or proceeding in respect of the eviction of any person who is in unauthorised 
occupation of any public premises or the recovery of the arrears of rent payable 
under sub-section (1) of section 7 or the damages payable under sub-section (2 ) 
of that section or the costs awarded to the Central Government or the corporate 
authority under sub -section (5 ) of section 9 or any portion of such rent, damages 
or costs . 

16. Protection of action taken in yood faith . - No suit , prosecution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Central Government the corporate 
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authority or the appellate oicer or the state ofliere in rampret of distings 
which is in good faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of 

this Act 
or of any rules or orders made thereunder. 

17. Delegation of powers.-- The Central Government may, by notification in 
the Oficial Gazette , direct that any power exercisallc by it under this Act shell, 
subject to such conditions, if any, as may be specscd in the notification, be 
exercisable also by a State Government or an oflicer of the State Government. 

18. Power to make rules.-- (1) The Central Government may, by notification 
in the Micial Gazette , make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power , such rules 

may provide for all or any of the following matters , 
namely : 

(a ) the form of any notice required or authorised to be given under this 
Act and the manner in which it may be served ; 

(b ) the holding of inquiries under this Act; 

(c ) the distribution and allocation of work to estate ollicers and the 
transfer of any proceeding pending before an esta !c officer to another estate 
officer ; 

(d ) the procedure to be followed in taking possession of public premises; 

( e ) the manner in which damages for unauthorised occupation may be 
assessed and the principles which may be taken into account in assessing 
such damages; 

(f) the manner in which appeals may be preferred and the procedure to 
be followed in appeals : 

(8 ) any other matter which has to be or may be prescribed . 

(3) Every rule made under this section shall be laid , as soon as may be 
after it is made , before each House of Parliament while it is in session for a 
total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in two 
successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session in which it is so 
laid or the session immediately following, both Houses agree in making any 
modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made , 
the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
ellect, as the case may be ; so, however, that any such modification or annulment 
shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under 
that rule . 

19. Repeal.--- The Public Preinises (Eviction of Unauthorised Occupants ) Act, 
1958 (32 of 1958) is hereby repealed . 
-20 . Validation . - Notwithstanding any judgment, decree or order of any court 
anything done or any action taken ( including rules or orders made, notices issued , 
evictions ordered or effected , damages assessed , rents or damages or costs 


recovered and proceedings initiated ) or purported to have been done or taken 
under the Public Premises (Eviction of Unauthorised Occupants ) Act, 1958 ( 32 of 
1958) (hereafter in this section referred to as the 1958- Act) shall be deemed to 
be as valid and effective as if such thing or action was done or taken under the 
corresponding provisions of this Act which , under sub- section ( 3) of section i 
shall be deemed to have come into force on the 16th day of September, 1958 
and accordingly- 

( a ) no suit or other legal proceeding shall be maintained or continued 
in any court for the refund of any rent or damages or costs recovered under 
the 1958- Act where such refund has been claimed merely on the ground 
that the said Act has been declared to be unconstitutional and viod ; and 

(1 ) no court shall enforce a decree or order directing the refund of any 
rent or damages or costs recovered under the 1958 - Act merely on the groun : 
that the said Act has been declared to be unconstitutional and void .

THE MEDICAL TERMINATION OF PREGNANCY ACT, 1971 

(34 OF 1971 ) 


AN 

ACT 
to provide for the termination of certain pregnancies by registered medical 

practitioners and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -second Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 
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1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1 ) This Act may be called the 
Medical Termination of Pregnancy Act, 1971. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir . 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may , 
by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint. 

2. Definitions. - In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires - 

1. (a) " guardian " means a person having the care of the person of a minor or 
a lunatic; 

(b ) " lunatic" has the meaning assigned to it in section 3 of the Indian 
Lunacy Act, 1912 ( 4 of 1912) : 

(c ) " minor " means a person who, under the provisions of the Indian Majo 
rity Act, 1875 ( 9 of 1875 ), is to is deemed not to have attained his majority ;

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(d ) " registered medical practitioner " means 

medical practitioner who 
possesses any recognised medical qualification as defined in clause (h ) of section 
2 of the Indian Medical Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956 ), whose name has been 
entered in a State Medical Register and who has such experience or training in 
gynaecology and obstetrics as may be prescribed by rules made under this Act. 


3. When pregnancies may be terminated by registered medical pructitioners - 
( 1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Indian Penal Code (45 of 1860), 
a registered medical practitioner shall not be guilty of any offence under that 
Code or under any other law for the time being in force , if any pregnancy is 
terminated by him in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 

(2 ) Subject to the provisions of sub -section (4 ), a pregnancy may be termi 
nated by a registered medical practitioner, 

(a ) where the length of the pregnancy does not exceed twelve weeks, if 
such medical practitioner is , or 

(b ) where the length of the pregnancy exceeds twelve weeks but does 
not exceed twenty weeks, if not less than two registered medical practi. 

tioners are, 
of opinion , formed in good faith , that 

(i) the continuance of the pregnancy would involve a risk to the life 
of the pregnant woman or of grave injury to her physical or mental 
health ; or 

( ii) there is a substantial risk that if the child were born , it would suffer 
from such physical or mental abnormalities as to be seriously handicapped . 

Explanation 1.- Where any pregnancy is alleged by the pregnant woman 
to have been caused by rape, the anguish caused by such pregnancy shall be 
presumed to constitute a grave injury to the mental health of the pregnant 
woman . 


Explanation II.- Where any pregnancy occurs as a result of failure of any 
device or method used by any married woman or her husband for the purpose 
of limiting the number of children , the anguish caused by such unwanted 
pregnancy may be presumed to constitute a grave injury to the mental health 
of the pregnant woman . 

(3 ) In determining whether the continuance of a pregnancy would involve 
such risk of injury to the health as is mentioned in " sub -section (2 ), account 
may be taken of the pregnant woman s actual or " reasonably foreseeable 
environment. 

(4 ) (a ) No pregnancy of a woman , who has not attained the age of eighteen 
years, or , who, having attained the age of eighteen years , is a lunatic, shall 
be terminated except with the consent in writing of her guardian . 

(b ) Save as otherwise provided in clause (a ), no pregnancy shall be ter. 
minated except with the consent of the pregnant woman . 
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4. Place where pregnancy may be terminated. So termination of pregnant 
shall be made in accordance with this Act at any place other than -- 

( a ) a hospital established or maintained by Government, or 

(b) a place for the time being approved for the purpose of this Act by 
Government. 


5. Sections 3 and when not to apply .- (1) The provisions of section 1, 
and so much of the provisions of sub -section ( 2) of section 3 : rdte to the 
length of the pregnancy and the opinion of not less than two registered medical 
practitioners, shall not apply to the termination of a pregnancy by a registered 
medical practitioner in a case where he is of opinion , formed in good faith , 
that the termination of such 

pregnancy is immediately necessary to s 
the life of the pregnant woman . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Indian Penal Code ( 13 of 
1860), the termination of a pregnancy by a person who is not a registered 
medical practitioner shall be an offence punishable under that Code , and that 
Code shall, to this extent, stand modified. 


Explanation . - For the purposes of this section , so much of the provisions 
of clause (d ) of section 2 as relate to the possession , by a registered medical 
practitioner, of experience or training in gynaecology and obstetrics shall not 
apply. 


6. Power to make rules.- (1 ) The Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, make rules to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

( 2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, 
namely : 

( a) the experience or training, or both , which a registered medical practi. 
tioner shall have if he intends to terminate any pregnancy under this Act; 
and 

(b ) such other matters as are required to be , or may be , provided by 
rules made under this Act. 


(3) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act shall be laid , as 
soon as may be after it is made, before each House of Parliament while it is 
in session for a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one 
session or in two successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session 
in which it is so laid or the session immediately following , both Houses agrec 
in making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule 
should not be made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modificd 
form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; so , however, that any such modi. 
fication or annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything 
previously done under that rule. 
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7. Power to make regulations.- ( 1) The 

State Government. may , by 
regulations, 

( a ) require any such opinion as is referred to in sub - section (2 ) of section 
3 to be certified by, a registered medical practitioner or practitioners concerned , 
in such form and at such times as may be specified in such regulations , 
and the preservation or disposal of such certificates ; 

(b ) require any registered medical practitioner ,who terminates a pregnancy , 
to give intimation of such termination and such other information relating 
to the termination as may be specified in such regulations; 

(c) prohibit the disclosure, except to such persons and for such purposes 
as may be specified in such regulations, of intimations given or information 
furnshed . in pursuance of such regulations . 

(2 ) The intimation given and the information furnished in pursuance of 
regulations made by virtue of clause (b ) of sub -section (1 ) shall be given or 
furnished , as the case may be, to the Chief Medical Officer of the State . 

(3) Any person who wilfully contravenes or wilfully fails to comply with 
the requirements of any regulation made under sub-section (1) shall be liable to 
be punished with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees. 

8 . Protection of action taken in good faith .--No suit or other legal proceeding 
shall lie against any registered medical practitioner for any damage caused or 
likely to be caused by anything which is in good faith done or intended to be 
done under this Act.

THE JAYANTI SHIPPING COMPANY ( ACQUISITION OF 

SHARES) ORDINANCE , 1971 

Na 14 OF 1971 
Promulgated by the President in the Twenty -second Year of the 

Republic of Indiz. 
An Crdinance to provide for the acquisition of the shares of the Jayanti Shipping 

Company Limited in order to serve better the shipping needs of the nation 
and to facilitate the promotion and development, in the interests of the 
general public , of national shipping and for matters connected therewith us 
incidental thereto. 

WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action : 

NOW , THEREFORE , in esercise of the powers conferred by clause (1 ) o ! 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the following 
Ordinance : 


CHAPTER 1 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance 

may be calied the 
Jayanti Shipping Company (Acquisition of Shares) Ordinance , 1971 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 
2. Definitions.--- In this Ordinance , unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) " oppointed day" means the date on which this Ordinance comes into 
force; 

(b ) " company " means the Jayanti Shipping Company Limited , being : 
company as defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), having its 

registered office at Bombay :

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( c) " shareholder " means a person , who, immediately before the appointed 
day, was registered as a shareholder in the capital of the company; 

( d ) " Shipping Corporation of India " means the Shipping Corporation of 
India Limited , being a Government company as defined in the Companies 
Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), having its registered oflice at Bombay: 

( e ) words and expressions used but not defined in this Ordinance and 
defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ) , shall have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in that Act. 


CHAPTER II 


ACQUISITION OF SHARES OF THE COMPANY 


3. Vesting of shares of company in Central Government and compensation 
therefor.-- ( 1). On the appointed day ,-- 

( a ) all shares in the capital of the company shall , by virtue of this 
Ordinance, be deemed to be transferred to and vested in the Central 
Government free from all trusts, liabilities and encumbiances; and 


(b ) as compensatior. therefor the Central Government shall , in accordance 
with the provisions of section 4 , pay to the shareholders the sum of rupees 

four crores and fifty lakhs only in the aggregate . 

( 2 ) For the removal of doubts it is hereby declared that the transfer and

( a )-the full payment of the compensation payable to him , if the compen .

(7 ) The Central Government shall. within sixty days from the receipt of 
the application referred to in sub -section (6 ). make the full payment or, as the 
case may be, the interim payment to the shareholder in accordance with the 
option indicated in such application . 


( 8 ) The interim payment made to a shareholder under sub-section (7 ) shall 
be set off against the total amount of compensation payable to him under this 
Ordinance and the balance of the compensation remaining outstanding after such 
payment shall be given to the shareholder in accordance with the option exercised , 
or deemed to have been exercised , under sub-section (4 ) or sub -section (5 ), ns 
the case may be : 

Provided that where any part of the interim payment is obtained by the 
shareholder in cash , the payment so obtained shall be sel ol , in the first instance. 
against the first instalmeni of the cash payment referred to in sub-section (2 ), 
and in case the payment so obtained exceeds the amount of the first instalmen !, 
the excess amount shall be adjusted against the second instalment and the 
balance of such excess amount, if any , against the third instalment of the cash 
payment. 

( 9 ) If any dispute arises as to the person entitled to receive the compensa 
tion payable in respect of any share, the Central Government shall deposit the 
amount of such conipensation in the court for being paid to the person or persons 
entitled to be paid . 


CHAPTER II

5. Allocation of shares to Shipping Corporation of India and certain other

- For 
the purpose of enabling the company to function as a Government company, the 
Central Government may, by notification published in the Official Gazette , make 
such amendments in the memorandum and articles of association of the company 
as it may consider necessary. 


7. Interim management of the company.- ( 1 ) Notwithstan . anyth 
tained in the Companies Act, 1956 , (1 of 1350) or in the memoratuin o 171.1 
of association of the company, on and froin tise animated : 1.IR 
Board of directors of the company is duly constituted , the persone paritaint .

CHAPTER IV

8. Directors, etc., not entitled 10 compensation . Notwithstanding 
contained in any law for the time being in force, no director or managerial per 
sonnel specified in section 197A of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), co other 
person entitled to manage the whole or a substantial part of the business und 
affairs of the company under a special agreement or otherwise shall be entitled 
to any compensation against the company or the Central Government for the los

Provided that no such order shall be issued after the expiration of two years 
from the appointed day .

OF UNDERTAKING ) ORDINANCE , 1971 


No. 13 OF 1971 


Promulgated by the President in ile Twenly second lear of the Republic 
of India .

An Ordinance to provide for the acquisition of the undertaking of the Asian 
Refractories Limited for the purpose of augmenting supplies of refractories to 
meet the essential requirements of the iron and steel industry . 

WHEREAS the Asian Refractories Limited is in liquidation and has stopped 
its production ; 

AND WHEREAS the lolal production of refractories in India is inadequate 
and insuflicient to meet the essential requirements of the iron and steel 
industry: 

AND WHEREAS the supplies of refractories can be augmented by speedily 
bringing the Asian Refractories Limited into operation and expanding its capacity 
thereafter ; 

AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 
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NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise the powers conferred by clause ( 1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance : 


1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
Asian Refractories Limited (Acquisition of Undertaking ) Ordinance, 1971 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 


2. Definitions. In this Ordinance , unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) " appointed day ” means the day on which this Ordinance comes into 
force ; 

(b ) " company” means the Asian Refractories Limited , being a company as 
defined in the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ) , having its registered office in 
the State of West Bengal; 

( c) words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956 ), have the meanings respectively assigned to them 
in that Act. 


3. Undertaking of the company to vest in the Central Government.--On and 
from the appointed day, the undertaking of the company shall by virtue of 
this Ordinance, be transferred to , and shall vest in , the Central Government.

4 . General effect of vesiio.- (1) The undertaking of the company shail be 
deemed to include all assets, rights, powers, authorities and privileges and all 
property , movable and immovable , cash balances, reserve funds , investments and 
all other rights and interests in , or arising out of, such property a s 
immediately before the appointed day in the ownership , possession , power or 
control of the company, whether within or outside India , and all books of 
accounts, registers and all other documents of whatever nature relating thereto 
and shall also be deemed to include all borrowings , liabilities and obligations 
of whatever kind then subsisting of the company in relation to the undertaking. 

( 2) All property included as aforesaid in the undertaking which has vested 
in the Central Government under section 3 shall, by force of such vesting, be 
freed and discharged from any trusts, obligations, mortgages, charges, liens 
and other encumbrances affecting it, and any attachment, injunction or any 
decree or order of any court restricting the use of such property in any manner 
shall be deemed to have been withdrawn . 


( 3) Subject to the other provisions of this Ordinance, all contracts, deeds, 
bonds , agreements, powers of attorney, grants of legal representation and other 
instruments of whatever nature subsisting or having effect immediately before 
the appointed day, and affecting the company shali, in so far as they relate to the 
undertaking of the company, cease to have effect or be enforceable against the 
company or any person who was a surety or had guaranteed the performance 
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thereof and shall be of as full force and effect against or in favour of the 
Central Government and enforceable as fully and electively as if instrad of the 
company the Central Governinient had been named therein er had win a pur ! 
thereto . 

(4 ) If, on the appointed day, any suit, : ppeal or other proceeding of 
whatever nature in relation to any business of the undertaking of the company 
is pending by or against the company, the same shall not abate, be discontinued 
or be , in any way, prejudicially affected by reason of the transfer of the under . 
taking of the company or of anything contained in this Ordinance but the suit, 
appeal or other proceeding may be continued , prosecuted and enforced by or 
against the company. 

5. Duty to deliver possession of the undertaking and documents relating 
thereto.- ( 1) Notwithstanding any cree , judgment or order of any court or 
anything contained in any other law for the time being in force, the Oficial 
Liquidator of the company or any other person , in whose possession or custody 
or under whose control the undertaking of the company or any part thereof 
may be , shall deliver possession of the undertaking of the company or such part 
thereof , as the case may be , to the Central Government forthwith . 

(2 ) The Official Liquidator or any other person who has, on the appointed 
day, in his possession or under his control any books , documents or other papers 
relating to the company , and which belongs to !he company, shall be liable to 
account for the said books, documents or other papers to the Central Government 
and shall deliver them up to the Central Government or to such person as 
the Central Government 

may specify in this behalf. 
(3 ) The Central Government may take all necessary steps for securing 
possession of the undertaking which has vested in it under section 3.. 

6. Duty to furnish particulars . The company shall, within such period as 
the Central Government may allow in this behalf , furnish to that Government 
a complete- inventory of all the properties and assets of the company, as on 
the appointed day , pertaining to the undertaking which has rested in the Central 
Government under section 3 . 

7. Payment of compensation .--- (1) The Central Government shall deposit, in 
Court, in cash , to the credit of the company a sum of rupees eighty -one lakhs 
as compensation in respect of the transfer, under section 3 , to the Central 
Government of the undertaking of the company . 

(2 ) Out of the total amount of compensation referred to in sub -section (1) ,-- 

(a ) a sum of rupees eight lakhs shall be deposited by the Central 
Government, within one month from the appointed day , to the credit of the 
company: 

( b ) the balance of the amount of compensation shall be deposited in 
Court by the Central Government in ten equal annual instalments, the first 
of which shall become due on the date on which a period of one year expires 
from the appointed day and the subsequent instalments shall become due 
accordingly ; and 


(c) each instalment of the compensation , referred to in clause (b ), 
shall carry interest at the rate of seven per cent per annum from the coni. 
mencement of this Ordniance. 


8. Right of Government to disclaim certain agreements.-- (1 ) Where it appears 
to the Central Government that the making of any agreement under which the 
company has or will have or may have liabilities in relation to the undertaking 
which has vested in the Central Government under section 3 , was not reasonably 
necessary for the purposes of the undertaking or has not been entered in 
good faith , that covernment may , within two years from the commencement 
of this Ordinance, apply to the Court for relief from the agreement and the 
Court, if satisfied after making such inquiry as it may think fit that the agree 
ment was not reasonally necessary for the purposes of the undertaking, which 
has vested in the Central Government under section 3 , or has not been entered 
into in good faith , may make an order cancelling or varying the agreement on 
such terms as it may think fit to impose and the agreement shall thereupon 
have effect accordingly. 

(2 ) All parties to the agreement which is sought to be cancelled or varied 
under this section shall be made parties to the proceeding. 


9. Management and administration of the undertaking.- The undertaking , which 
has vested in the Central Government under section 3 , shall be managed on 
behalf of the Central Government by such person or body of persons as may 
be nominated by the Central Government in this behalf, and such person or 
body of persons shall carry on the management in accordance with such regula 
tions as may be made by the Central Government. 


10. Penalties.-- (1 ) Any person who 

( a) having in his possession , custody or control of any property forming 
part of the undertaking or the company, wroorful!y withholds such property 
from the Central Government; or 

(b ) wrongfully obtains possession of any properly forming part of the 
undertaking of the company 

whicli as yester in the Central Government 
under this Ordinance ; or 

(c ) wilfully withholds or fails to furnish to the Central Government or 
any person speciliel by thal Government as required by sub -section (2 ) of section 
5 any document which may be in his possession , custody or control ; or 

(d ) wilmully fails to furnish an inventory as required under section 6 ; or . 

( e) when required to furnish such inventory , furnishes any particulars 
therein which are false and which he either knows or believes to be false or 
does not believe to be true, 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to two 
years . or with fine, or with both : 


Provided that the court trying any offence under clause (a ) or clause (1 ) 
or clause (c ) of this sub -section may, at the time of convicting the accused 
person , order him to deliver up or refund within a time to be fixed by the 
Court any property wrongfully withheld or wrongfully obtained or any document 
wilfully withheld or not furnished : 


Provided further that nothing contained in this section or any other provision 
of this Ordinance shall render any person liable to be convicted of an offence 
in respect of anything done or omitted to be donc ly him before the appointed 
day. 

(2 ) No court shall take cognizance of an offence punishable under this 
section except with !he previous sanction of the Central Government or of an 
officer authorised by that Government in this behalf . 


11. Protection of action taken in good faith . - No suit, prosecution or other legal 
proceeding shall lic against the Central Government or an allicer or other e.nployee 
serving in connection with the affairs of the undertaking of the company which is 
in good faith done ur intended to be done under this Ordinance.

Provided that the restrictions imposed by sub rules (1) (2 ) in so far as it 
relates to the renewal of a stage carriage permit shall not be operative for a 
period of two years from the date of cuminencement of this rule . 

(3 ) A Stage Carriage per unit shall not be issue or renewed in respect 
of a vehicle having a seating capacity of less than 40 passengers , unless the 
Transport Authority , for reasons tu be recorded in writing , allows a vehicle 
of lower capacity to ply on such route : 

Provided that the restriction , imposed by this sub -rule in so far as it 
relates to the renewal of a Stage Carriage permit, shall not be operative for a 
period of two years from the date of commencement of this rule or for a 
period . f 10 years recl oned from the date of registration of the vehicle as 
new , whichever is later.

main purport) . 

The Transport High Level Committee had in the year 1964 recoin 
mended Gove,nment for the elimination of vehicles over 10 years by a strict 
and more rigorous examination of old model vehicles. In making this recom 
mendation , the Committee has relied very much on the evidence before it 
from the private operators, that use of older model vehicles, among other 
things, affects efficiency of service . The Taxation Enquiry Committee 
constituted by Government in 1968 also made a similar recommendation to 
the effect that vehicles with the larger seating capacity should be encouraged 
as it would enhance revenue. As almost all new model vehicles put on road 
at present by the manufacturers are in the larger wheel bases , it is only 
natural for the operators also to acquire new big vehicles in the interest of 
public. Eventhough there was some objec.ion , at first, on the part of 
operators to dispense with old buses in view of the immediate financial com 
mitent by way of replacement of the above vehicles, the position has 
undergone rapid change . There are only very few old model vehicles on 
road at present. This amendment is, therefore, intended to stimulate the 
latent interest of the operators to acquire new and big vehicles to the best 
interest of the travelling public, and also of the industry . A drafc amend 
ment was published in Gazette dated 16-6-1970 , and several objections were 
rceived . Later this notification was republished with slight modification in 
the G..ze te dated 13-7-971 to bring out clearly the intention of Govern . 
ment.

According to Rule 49 in Chapter XIV (A ) of K. E. R., qualified 
teachers working against vacancies which are not permanent and which 
extend over summer vacation shall be retained in the vacancies during 
vacation if they have got continuous service of eight months. But teachers 
appointed against permanent vacancies are eligible for vacation salary and 
no minimum service of eight months is required for them to earn vacation 
salary . 

Now if a fully qualified teacher is appointed in a temporary vacancy, 
he has to complete eight months service to get vacation pay . If he is 
appointed in a permanent vacancy , he will get his vacation pay even if he 
has one months service. Further one teacher who is appointed in a temporary 
vacancy may not get his vacation pay while another person who is appointed 
later in a permanent vacancy will get his vacation pay . This means a senior 
teacher will be discriminated against. Hence this amendment.

REGULATION FOR THE CONDUCT OF THE MEETINGS OF 

THE KERALA STATE HOUSING BOARD 


In exercise of the powers conferre ! by sub section ( 1) of Section 24 , 
read with Section 162 of the Kerala State Housing Board Act, 1971 (19 of 
1971) the Kerala Stute Housing Board hereby prescribes the following regula 
tions for the transaction of the business of the Board . 


1 . Short tille .--- Those regulations shall be called the Kerala State Hous 
ing Board (Mee ings) Regulations , 1971. 

2. Definitions.-- (i) In these regulations, unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context:

at a meeting ofthe Board .

Board appointed under sub section (3 ) of Section 17 of the 
Act and includes ny officer direcied by the Board to work

le " Meeting " means a meeting of the Board . 
(f ) Member" means a member of the Board appointed under 

Section 4 of the Act. 
(9 ). " Act" means the Kerala State Housing Board Act 1971. 
(h ) " } residing Authority ” means the Chairman or in his absence 

an cecird to preside er ans nice :ing of the Board as 
provided in these regulations. 
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(1) " Secretary " means the Secretary of the Board appointed under 
clause ( aj of Section + of the Act.. 

All other words and expressions used but not defined in these 
regulations shall have the meaning respectively assigned to them in the Act. 

(ii) If any doubt arises as to the interpretation or implementation 
of these regulations the matter shall be referred to the Government and the 
decision of the Government thereon shall be fina ! 

3. Meetings of the Board.- (a ) The Board may meet ordinarily in the 
office of the Boardor in any of its subordinate offices within the State. Under 
special circumstances, it may meet in any other place, inside or out: ide the 
State. The date, tine and place of the meeting may be fixed by the 
Secretary with the approval of the Chaimar . 

(b ) The Chairman ,may however , if he thinks fit : nd shall on receipt 
of written requisition from not les : than 5 memtes, call a special meeting of 
the Board . The date, time and place of such meeting (may be as fixed by 
him , 

4.* Notice of meeting.-- Seven clear day s notiec of every meeting shall 
be given to all members. The necessity of the notice may be waived if the 
date , time and place of the ersuing meeting have already been fixed at the 
previous meeting or if the Chairman considers it necessary to hold a meeting 
for the trans ction of any emergent business. In the case of a Member who 

s out of India at the time fixed for the meeting, the notice to :uch a member 
Imay be dispensed with . 

5. Agenda.-- A copy of the agenda (will notes, if any) shall be 
circulated to all ite members of the Board not less than three days before 
the date fixed for the meeting, except when a mcering has Leen called by the 
Chairman for the transaction of emergent business : 

Provided that the Board may , not-withstanding the non -circulation of 
the agenda and notes, if any, to members proceed to transact the business on 
the agenda at any meeting.

8. Nonreceipt of the notice of a rccting by any member shall not 
fuvalidate the piecedings ol any resolution passed at suci a meeting.

Provided that he presiding a thority may ar his discretion allow such 
matter to bemoved in a meeting despite na n -receipt of the notice of the 
matter in time for inchision in the agenda . 

10. The order in which any business may be transacted or any item 
taken up for consideration at any meeting shall be determined by the presi 
ding authority 

11. Quorum : -- Seven members consisting of a not less than two officials 
shall form the quorum for a meeting . 

12. Ir within twenty minutes after the time appointed for a meeting a 
quorum is not present, the Chairman shall adjourn the meeting unless all the 
members present agree to wait longer : 

• Provided that a special moeting mentioned in claur (e) ofsegulation 3 , 
ifadjo irned , for want of quorum , shall be held on the next day at the same 
time and place and such meeting shall consider and decide the matter 
placed in the agen: la for the adjournaal meeting , no:withstanding the lack of 
quorum at sucb mecting . 

13. If the Board so resolves, the presiding authority may at any time 
adjourn anymeeting to any future date or to any hour of the same day after 
giving intimation in that beh ::If to allmembers who were not presentat the 
meeting 

11. When a meeting is adjourned to a future date , any item of the 
agenda under discussion or remaining to be discussed at the unic of such 
adjournment, sball, unless the Cbairman directs otherwise, be continued or 
taken up in the order in which such item or items had been included in the 
bu iness of the adjourned mccting . 

15. The Board may invite any person and the Government may by 
order depute one or more officers of ic Goverment, to attend any meeting 
of the Board and take part in the discussions of the Bo..rd , but such per ons 
or officers sl all not have the right to vote . The Board may take ovidence 
or hear any person in matters concerning the affairs of the Board . 

16. ( a ) Decisions taken by the majority of the members present shall 
be deemed to be the decision of the Board . 

(b ) The decision shall be compiled by the Secretary or any other 
ollicer authorised by him in an appropriate manner and these minutes circu 
lated to the members within three days of the meeting , the minutes shall be 
recorded in a book and after they are confirmed by the Board at its next 
meeting shall be signed by the pres ding authority. It shall prima facie be 
the record of all manners decided in such meetings. 
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17 . Routine or urgent matters may be considered betwcen meetings of 
the Board by circulation of relevant papers amongst the members of the 
Board and if they agree upon a decision uninimously, it shall have the 
effect of a decision taken at a meeting of the Board . Such decision shall 
be placed before the next meeting of the Board for ratification . In case 
there is no unanimous agreeinent of the members in any matter so CICU 
lated , ile particular point shall be referred to the Board in its next mecting . 

18. The Presiding authority shall have power to correct any obvious 
errors and 10 make verbalalteration in theminutes of the meeting, provided 
that such correction or alteration does not materially alter any of the deci. 
sion taken at the meeting . 

19. No dcciso of the Board shall be modified or cancelled within 
three months aficr the passing thereof except by a decision of two thirds of 
the number ofmembers of the Board . 
20. The Chainınan ,may, in cases where he is satisfied that 

any deci 
sion of the Board , cannot in the public interest be implemented , refér such 
matter to the Government and the Government shall have power to issue 
such direction as they deem fit. Such directions shall be binding on the 
Board . 

21 . The Board may appoint some of its members and other persons 
who are employees of the Board or outsiders to any committee or commit 
lees of the Board thatmay be formed by the Board , on a temporary 

or ad 
hoc basis , for doing any act or for the purpose of giving any advice or for 
any cther purpose connected with the function of ühe Board . 

22. ( 1) . A member or a person associated with the Board or a member 
of any committee who (a ) has any share or interest in any matti, cither by 
himself or through any partner , employee or employer or (b ) las acted pro 
fessionally in relation to any matter on behalf of any person having therein 
such share or interest as aforesaid , shall not vote or take part in any pro 
ceeding of the Board or any Committee relating to such a mater . 

(2 ) If any member or any person associated with the Board under 
Section 2.3 or any member of a Committee appointed under Section 26 of 
The Act has directly or indirectly any beneficial interest in any land situated 
in any area comprised in any housing or improvement scheme framed , or 
in any land swhich is proposed to be acquired for any purpose, under the 
Ace, he shall, at a meeting wherein such scheme or acquisition is proposed 
to be discussed , inkorin the person presidiug of the nature of suh interet 
and shall not take part in any procedings relating to such matics : 

Provided that it shall not prevent any meuber or any person associated 
with the Badi or its committer under sections 25 or 26 from taking part in 
the discussion of any resolution or question relating to any 

inater other
